Greetings: 


Any college alumni association is indeed a select audience. But the 
Juniata Alumni are my favorite audience because of what we and our 
College have always signified.

Finally, looking forward to the year 1944-45, may I 
remind you that one dollar to Juniata has a net cost to you of only eighty 
cents and that your net dollar buys one dollar and twenty-five cents 
worth of education.
